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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is the first Office action on the merits of Application No. 10/633,5 14, filed on 05 
August 2003. Claims 1-12 are pending.

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informahties: 

• Page 15, lines 23-24, the "discharge pipe 3£' and "discharge valve if' are using 
the same reference number. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1 (a) shall have tiie effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in tiie United States only if tiie international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 
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5. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U. S. Patent 
No. 6,692,402 to Nakamori et aL 

Claims 1-12: 

Nakamori (Figs. 1-9; column 2, line 41 - column 14, line 16) discloses a drive 
control apparatus comprising: 

• An engine (2); 

• A motor/generator (3); 

• A battery (11); 

• A transmission (5); 

• A mechanical oil pump (7); 

• An electric oil pump (8); 

• A hydraulic controller (6); 

• A control apparatus (1); 

• Wherein the control apparatus includes a control section (10) having an oil 
tenqjerature detection means (10a), an electric oD pun^ drive control means 
(10b), and a battery voltage detection means (10c); 

• An oil tenperature sensor (13); 

• A hydrauKc pressure sensor ( 1 4); 

• Wherein the control apparatus automatically stops the engine under 
predetermined stopping conditions and automatically starts the engine under 
predetermined starting conditions (column 7, line 5 - column 10, line 67); 
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• Wherein the electric oil pump operates when the predetermined stopping 
conditions are satisfied, so as to supply the oil pressure to the transmission 
(column 7, line 15 - column 8, line 6); and 

• Wherein the control section (10) controls the electric oil pump based on line 
pressure, oil temperature, driving voltage, and clutch slip (i.e., column 6, line 4 - 
column 10, hne 67). 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not reUed upon is considered pertinent to appUcant's 
disclosure. 

• Tomohiro et al. (U. S. Patent No. 6,709,362) teaches an electric oil pump control device 
as shown in Fig. 1. 

• Matsubara et al. (U. S. Patent No. 6,716,138) teaches a condition for driving an electric 
oil pump as shown in Fig. 1, 

• Matsubara et al. (U. S. Patent No. 6,760,655) teaches an automatic engine stop/restart- 
type vehicle conq)rising an electric oil pump, as shown in Fig. 5. 

• Aoki et al. (U. S. Patent No, 6,390,947) teaches an automatic transmission for vehicle 
having automatic engine-stop system and oil-pressure control system, as shown in Fig. 1,
